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Councillors calls for fair 
treatment from district 


TOWN councillors have called for West 
Dorset District Council to treat Lyme 
Regis fairly in discussions regarding 
the possible transfer of assets. 

The district council has been holding discus¬ 
sions with town councils in the area for 
months, with regards to them taking on more 
assets and services, such as Tourist Informa¬ 
tion Centres (TICs) and public toilets. 

The discussions have so far been kept largely 
under wraps and Lyme Regis councillors were 
told at the recent Strategy & Finance Commit¬ 
tee meeting that no specifics had been put for¬ 
ward. 

Members expressed concern at the slow pace 
of discussions and called for Lyme Regis to be 
treated the same as other West Dorset towns 
such as Bridport, which had already taken over 
its own TIC, and Sherborne, which is now run¬ 
ning its own leisure centre. 

Councillor Stephen Miller, chairman of the 
Strategy & Finance Committee, and town clerk 
John Wright are scheduled to meet again with 
West Dorset tomorrow (Thursday) and Coun¬ 
cillor Brian Larcombe recently asked for an up¬ 
date on what was on the agenda. 

Councillor Miller said that the meetings had 
consisted of “broad based discussions on the 
position of all the existing councils”. 

“Nothing is yet on the table with respect to 
specifics,” he added. 

“I have asked and I will ask again, it’s time for 
specifics to be put on the table if anything is to 
be discussed with West Dorset with regards to 
a move for particular assets, particularly TICs 
and toilets.” 

Councillor Larcombe expressed concern that, 
unless specifics were discussed soon, they were 
going to “run out of time” before West Dorset 
District Council was scrapped in favour of a 
unitary authority in 2019. 

The town clerk said that the district council 
had given them a “heads up” about the kind of 
things they would be willing to discuss, but 
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these were the kind of things that the town 
council were expecting, such as TICs and toi¬ 
lets. He said that the local economy, street 
cleaning and grants currently provided by the 
district council to local organisations such as 
LymeForward had also been mentioned. 

He added that it had been made clear that no 
revenue support would be offered for assets 
transfered to the town council, but a dowry or 
capital sum for some assets or services may be 
available. 

“Both Councillor Miller and I pushed the 
issue of revenue support, which is really im¬ 
portant,” he continued. 

“The transfer of positive, revenue-producing 


assets is not something we want off the table be¬ 
cause, otherwise, we might have a dowry and 
some capital sums but we’ll have grant funding 
for other organisations and be running toilets 
and a TIC. Our revenue bill may come to 
£100,000 a year.” 

Councillor Larcombe commented: “A dowry 
wouldn’t go very far in that situation.” 

The town clerk added: “When there’s some¬ 
thing on the table that we can discuss with 
members we’ll bring it back, but from their po¬ 
sition they said about six months ago that they 
don’t want to pursue any individual discus¬ 
sions until the whole issue of the unitary au¬ 
thority is clearer.” 

Mr Wright said that this was “something to be 
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Dorset Police scheme helps older 
drivers to stay safe on the roads

DORSET Police last month 
launched an ‘Older Drivers 
Forum’ designed to help keep 
older drivers on the road safely, 
for longer. 

The forum has received public 
backing by scriptwriter and 
Dorset resident Lord Julian Fel¬ 
lowes - creator of Downton Abbey' 
- and is made up of experts in road 
safety from across the county, 
with representatives from emer¬ 
gency services, charities, local au¬ 
thorities and other specialists. 

The scheme offers training, ad¬ 
vice and guidance for those mo¬ 
torists who are keen to continue 
driving safely, and resources for 
those who feel that the time is 
right for them to ‘retire’ from get¬ 
ting behind the wheel. 

With more than 96,000 full driv¬ 
ing licence holders aged over 70 in 
Dorset, the aim is to inform older 
drivers about the risks they face 
and ways to reduce them, help to 
identify when the time has come 
to retire from driving and offer rel¬ 
evant advice to older drivers, their 
family and friends, and those 
within the medical profession. 

A series of launch events took 


place last month, with officers 
from the Dorset Police traffic de¬ 
partment as well as other mem¬ 
bers of the forum, on hand to 
speak to older members of the 
community and their families. 

Lord Julian Fellowes, who backs 
the scheme said: 'The Older 
Drivers Forum is about keeping 
people behind the wheel for as 


long as they can reasonably and 
safely be there. The moment we 
should consider retiring from 
driving comes to all of us and it 
must be reassuring to learn that 
there are now so many alternative 
methods of transport available 
and ways to get around than there 
used to be, and we can help with 
these. 


'I think it’s hard for children, but 
there does come a time when it is 
actually loving to persuade your 
parent that their driving career 
should be drawing to a close. They 
have to have the strength and the 
love to take that through.' 

Police Constable Heidi Moxam, 
Road Casualty Reduction Officer 
for Dorset Police, said: 'In 2016, we 
had 125 collisions on Dorset roads 
where the driver was 70 years old 
or over, resulting in 217 casualties, 
including three who sadly lost 
their lives. 

'It is vital we invest resources in 
helping older drivers to be safe on 
the road and provide guidance and 
support to those who need to con¬ 
sider alternative methods of trans¬ 
port. 

'The forum also works to provide 
an alternative to prosecution for 
low level offences where a bespoke 
set of circumstances suggest the 
driver needs further motoring and 
health assessments.' 

Representatives from Wessex 
Drivability, Age UK, police, fire, 
opticians, local authorities and 
many more were also on hand to 
offer advice. 


Messages on 
bin lorries to 
keep residents 
informed 



HELPING people to remember what rubbish 
can go into which wheelie bin or recycling box 
can be a headache for local authorities trying 
to increase recycling rates and divert waste 
from costly treatment or landfill. 

If residents put the wrong items into the recy¬ 
cling bins and the bin crews are unable to spot 
it in time, a whole batch of recycling can be 
spoiled, potentially leading to additional cost to 
the council due to poorer quality of the batch or 
even damage to sorting facilities. 

And if confused householders give up and 
throw most - or all - of their rubbish into gen¬ 
eral waste bins, the council will end up footing 
a higher bill for waste treatment or landfill tax, 
which is charged per tonne and goes up every 
year, funded by your council tax. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP), which 
collects and disposes of rubbish for over 200,000 
households across the county of Dorset, has en¬ 
listed the help of Spedian to help get the mes¬ 
sage over about what can be recycled. 

The partnership of seven councils has fitted 
Spedian re-usable, lightweight graphics sys¬ 
tems to the sides of 25 of its bin lorries which 
visit every street where collections take place. 

Messages based around the theme “Right 
Stuff, Right Bin” will be prominently displayed 
for all to see as part of the partnership’s ongo¬ 
ing public information campaign. 

Messages can be tailored to address any par¬ 
ticular issues which may arise because the Spe¬ 
dian™ graphics panels can be quickly removed 
and replaced with a fresh message without 
damaging the vehicle in any way. Graphics can 
then be stored for use another day, making 
them ideal for seasonal campaigns. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership was formed in 
2011 to save councils money and roll out a new 
service across the county. Kerbside recycling 
services were fully delivered to the whole 
county by October 2015 whereby every house¬ 
hold in the county receives exactly the same 
service. Previously, in common with most 
counties, district/borough councils chose how 


to collect rubbish and the county council was 
responsible for disposing of it. 

The partnership achieved the highest county¬ 
wide recycling rate in 2015/16 in England and 
recycled nearly 60 per cent of its waste com¬ 
pared to a national average of 43.9 per cent; and 
continues to strive to improve performance and 
save money with a recycling target of 65 per 
cent by 2025. 

Karyn Punchard, Director of the Dorset 
Waste Partnership, said: “We have made great 
strides towards our recycling targets and are 
very grateful for residents’ co-operation. Now 
we have to optimise what we do to reach our 
targets. 

“Diverting recyclable materials from landfill 
and treatment will help to reduce council tax 
bills while safeguarding the very special Dorset 
environment. 

“Putting messages on the sides of our refuse 
and recycling vehicles provides an important 
marketing tool for us. It is an easy way to en¬ 
sure our messages have a high profile and are 
seen on a regular basis all across the county.” 

Increasing levels of food recycling is a prior¬ 
ity for the partnership. The DWP provides 
weekly collections of food using 23 litre brown 
outdoor bins and small household caddies for 
use indoors to encourage recycling. 

Despite most residents separating out their 
food in their brown food waste bin, food waste 
still takes up one fifth of Dorset's rubbish bins, 
by weight. This is bad for the environment and 
the tax-payer, as waste mixed with food is ei¬ 
ther sent away for expensive treatment or goes 
to landfill, creating harmful gases and costing 
more in Landfill Tax. 
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■ SALES of a Poppy Cheddar made by Dorset 
Cheesemakers, Ford Farm, is set to raise at 
least £11,000 for this year's Royal British 
Legion appeal. 

A total of 15,000 of the distinctive cheeses, 
aged for up to nine months before being 
pressed into the shape of The Royal British 
Legion's iconic poppy logo, and then coated 
in a shiny poppy-red wax are mainly on sale at 
Tesco branches nationwide. 

Each individual cheddar is being sold at £2 
with a minimum of 75p for each one sold 
donated directly to the Poppy Appeal. 

Last year, with the support of Tesco, Ford 
Farm raised £8.5k for the Poppy Appeal. This 
year, they are hoping to increase that figure 
to over 11k. 

The Poppy Cheddars are made using Ford 
Farm's award winning West Country 
Farmhouse PDO Cheddar which is made by 
hand from milk sourced from local herds. 
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New director hopes to place 
theatre at heart of Lyme Regis 


GABBY Rabbitts has been ap¬ 
pointed as the new director of the 
Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis, 
marking a major step forward in 
placing the arts venue at the heart 
of the community. 

Gabby, who was born in Brid- 
port and lives in Lyme Regis, took 
on the position last week following 
the recent departure of Clemmie 
Reynolds. 

She was formerly the director of 
the Electric Palace in Bridport, 
which she took from debt to profit 
in two years, and is the founder of 
Bridport Children’s Festival. 

Having successfully turned the 
Electric Palace from a cinema to a 
live entertainment venue with 
comedy, music and community- 
led events, Gabby plans a similar 
entertainment programme for the 
Marine. 

She said: “I passionately believe 
in arts for all people. While the 
Marine is called a theatre, its 
remit will be far broader than the¬ 
atrical productions for a few. It’s 
an entertainment venue to cater 
for the whole community. 

“From the new season in Jan¬ 
uary, there will be events that 
cater for the widest possible tastes 
that will see participation from ev¬ 
eryone in the town and surround¬ 
ing area. Whether it’s a folk gig, 
comedy night or a children’s film, 
the Marine will offer something to 
everyone.” 

The starting point for this new 
chapter in the venue’s history is a 
major audience survey that will 
give everyone the chance to have 
their views heard and make sug¬ 
gestions for new types of events 
and other areas for improvement. 


“I am aware that some relation¬ 
ships between the theatre and the 
community need some work; 
that’s why I am in listening mode. 
I will personally read every re¬ 
sponse from our survey,” said 
Gabby. 

The survey is available on the 
Marine’s website and a paper ver¬ 
sion can be picked up from the 
Tourist Information Centre and 
the theatre itself. 

The Marine already has some 
practical improvements planned, 
with work starting early next year 
on the foyer and the toilets. 

Gabby commented: “It’s impor¬ 
tant to us that the venue is open to 
all in the community. That’s why 
we’ll be refurbishing the toilets 
that will be accessible to 
wheelchair users.” 

There are also plans to launch a 
new website next year. 

“With internet usage now on a 
wide variety of devices, it’s vital 
that we can communicate effi¬ 
ciently with everyone to maximise 
ticket sales - our new website 
launched next year will make this 
much easier,” said Gabby. 

The new director is enthusiastic 
about protecting and energising 
historic buildings as vibrant cul¬ 
tural legacies for communities to 
enjoy. 

She commented: “There is al¬ 
ready a good deal to be positive 
about. Lyme Regis is lucky to have 
an entertainment venue with such 
a rich history. In only a few days I 
have seen sell-out events and a 
solid team of staff and dedicated 
volunteers, which works hard for 
the theatre and the town.

Lifeboat crew search for 'wreck' 

LYME Regis lifeboat crew were called out on 
Thursday afternoon to help with a a shoreline 
search along Chesil Beach, following reports of 
debris that could have come from a wreck. 

Weymouth all-weather lifeboat and a coast¬ 
guard helicopter were also involved in the 
search. 

The Lyme Regis lifeboat launched at 3.30pm 
to assist Weymouth lifeboat and a coastguard 
team from Wyke Regis. There had been sight¬ 
ings of a number of floating boxes and other 
debris off Chesil beach and Ferrybridge.. 

During the search, a number of fishing boxes 
and other debris were retrieved from the sea 
but there was no sign of a wreck. The coast¬ 
guard called off the search at 5pm.

mindful of’ when the town council set 
its budget for future years. 

Councillor John Broom argued:

point is and you’re quite right to raise 
it, everyone should be treated the 
same. No one should be treated differ¬ 
ently or in an adverse way.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell said he 
would not vote for any transfer of as¬ 
sets, unless the town council had some 
way to cover its costs. 

“I will not vote for us to take on any¬ 
thing unless we’re treated equally as 
Dorchester, Bridport or Sherborne,” 
he said. 

“ I don’t care what they say; they can 
say no assets but they’ve already given 
assets to Bridport, so they can say that 


all they like. When push comes to 
shove, that’s how I shall vote. I shan’t 
vote unless we have something to see 
us survive what it’s going to cost us.” 

Councillor Larcombe added: “And 
this is just for assets, on the back of 
this there will also be devolution of 
services and cutbacks. We have to 
keep money back in our budget.” 

Councillor Lovell replied: “Or we let 
the local authority of West Dorset close 
them. I will remind everyone that is an 
option and we should make it clear 
that it’s them closing them and not

FRANK SUMMERS 

Private, 116th Company, Machine Gun 
Corps, Service No. 103065 
Born on September 1897 in Stockland, 
Devon, and died November 6th 1917 in 
Flanders, Belgium 

Frank enlisted in the Duke of Cornwall's 
Light Infantry but at some point transferred 
to the 116th Machine Gun Company which 
was formed at Grantham on March 1st 1916. 

They moved to France and joined 39th Di¬ 
vision at Loisne on May 18th 1916 and took 
part in the following actions: Battle of the 
Somme, July to November 1916; Battle of 
Passchendaele, July to November 1917 
The son of Henry and Mary Summers of 
Dowlands Cottage, Rousdon, he has no 
known grave and is commemorated on the 
Tyne Cot Memorial, Zonnebeke, Belgium, 
panel 154 to 159 and 163A and is also com¬ 
memorated on the Rousdon and Axmouth 
memorials. 


Lyme to honour war dead 



THE 96 men of Lyme Regis who 
made the supreme sacrifice in two 
world wars will be honoured in a se¬ 
ries of Remembrance events next 
weekend. 

Members of the Lyme Regis 
branch of the Royal British Legion 
will congregate at the HMS 
Formidable memorial in the ceme¬ 
tery at 9.30am on Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 11th where a wreath will be laid 
on behalf of the townsfolk. 

HMS Formidable was torpedoed in 
Lyme Bay on January 1st 1915 with 
the loss of many seaman, some of 
whom were buried in the Lyme 
cemetery. 

Legion officials will then move to 
Anning Road where another wreath 
will be laid at the Polish War Memo¬ 
rial during short service at 10.15am. 

The Reverend Jane Skinner, 
branch chaplain, will conduct pro¬ 
ceedings at both these events. 

It being the 11th day of the 11th 
month, when hostilities ceased dur¬ 
ing the First World War, the Rev¬ 
erend Skinner will also conduct an 
Armistice Day service at the town’s 
war memorial in George’s Square, 
Monmouth Street, where two min¬ 
utes silence will be observed at 11am 
and wreaths laid by the Mayor, 
Councillor Michaela Ellis, and the 
president of the Lyme branch of the 
Royal British Legion, Philip Evans. 
The Last Post will be played by Den¬ 
nis Bye. 

The town’s main Remembrance 
service will be held at St Michael’s 
Parish Church at 10am on Sunday, 
November 12th. 

Royal British Legion members, to¬ 
gether with representatives of uni¬ 
formed organisations in the town, 


will gather at the entrance to Lang- 
moor Gardens in Pound Street at 
9.30am for a parade through the 
town to the church marshalled by 
former serving soldier, Kevin Tay¬ 
lor. The Roll of Honour will be deliv¬ 
ered by the branch president. 

The Royal British Legion Standard 
will be carried by the branch’s new 
deputy standard bearer, Kelsey 
Ellis, 18, daughter of the mayor and 
her husband, Alan Ellis. 

Kelsey is following in the footsteps 
of her grandfather, the late Michael 
Emmett, who was the branch stan¬ 
dard bearer for many years, and her 
auntie, Sarah Horton, who is the 
women’s standard bearer in Brid- 
port. 

It will be Kelsey’s first official duty 
after undergoing training. 

The branch standard bearer, Jon 
Hunt, will be taking part in the pa¬ 
rade as a macebearer, standing in 
for Councillor Derek Hallett who is 
unable to take part due to ill health. 

The mayor will march with the 
main parade and other town coun¬ 
cillors will process from the Guild¬ 
hall. 

After the service, the parade will 
process down Monmouth Street, 
passing the war memorial, and into 
Cobb Gate square where the mayor 
will thank all organisations for at¬ 
tending before being dismissed. 

Afterwards the Legion will be 
serving a buffet lunch at Lyme Regis 
Football Club, organised by the 
branch’s new events officer, Shelley 
Larcombe. Tickets at £5 for adults or 
£3 for children are available by call¬ 
ing 07967 112396.

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Town Mill asking for public’s vote to 
fund community workshop space 


THE Town Mill in Lyme Regis has been short¬ 
listed to receive up to £10,000 from the Aviva 
Community Fund and is now asking for the 
public’s vote. 

The mill has been shortlisted to receive a 
grant of between £5,001 and £10,000 for its com¬ 
munity and learning space project. 

The Town Mill Trust is hoping to refurbish, 
furnish and equip the Bakehouse Attic space at 
the historic mill complex, to run innovative 
and stimulating educational courses and com¬ 
munity workshops for people of all ages. 

The trust commented: “Renovating a space on 
a medieval site presents challenges to ensure 
we can provide a high standard of health and 
safety for the users, whilst preserving the spe¬ 
cial historic character and interest of the mill 
buildings. 

“We are aiming to make a dedicated, multi¬ 
purpose space safe and accessible, redecorate 
it, purchase appropriate furniture and equip¬ 
ment to be able to host art and craft, cooking 
workshops and school/club visits to the mill to 
learn about its history and how flour is made. 

“We need to purchase art and design materi¬ 
als and install a small kitchen area with cook¬ 
ing equipment. We also need classroom 
furniture and stationery. 

“Local children and adults have been attend¬ 
ing our art clubs at the mill but we do not cur¬ 
rently have fit-for-purpose space to continue 
these in: funding for this project would enable 
us to provide a purpose-built space, proper 
equipment and we could extend the capacity 
and subjects of our courses to more people of 
different ages and abilities. Our community 


could come and learn to bake here together, or 
do art, history or milling workshops. 

“When we currently run fundraising baking 
or art events here at the mill, the demand to 
participate far outstrips our current capacity. 
For example, our volunteers recently made 
more than 60 loaves of bread with children over 
a two day period, using just one small oven! We 
were disappointed that we had to turn some 
families away as we did not have the space or 
facilities to bake with everyone who visited us. 

“Our established after-school art club, run by 
volunteers, is already full with several local 
children on the waiting list for a space. We 
would be delighted to share our amazing venue 
with more people and equipping a safe, pur¬ 
pose-built space would enable us to do that. 

“We have already had booking enquiries 
about this space to run creative writing work¬ 
shops, health and well-being courses, cookery 
and art clubs, as well as providing meeting 
space for other community support groups. 

“Funds raised by hiring the space, or by run¬ 
ning clubs and courses, will be carefully man¬ 
aged by the Town Mill Trust and used to help 
secure the future of the historic watermill and 
our ancient mill buildings, so we can continue 
to keep them open for our local community and 
the wider world to enjoy.” 

The Town Mill Trust is now asking for the 
local community to back its funding bid by vot¬ 
ing for it online. Voting will remain open until 
Saturday, November 18th and supporters can

Russian diplomat to give talk for U3A 


A DIPLOMAT who served twice at the UK's 
Moscow Embassy during extraordinary times 
will be sharing his experiences of Russia and 
the Russians with the local University of the 
Third Age (U3A) on Friday, November 10th. 

Sir David Ratford's distinguished career cov¬ 
ered British embassies in Prague, Mogadishu, 
Moscow, Paris and Copenhagen before he be¬ 
come UK Ambassador to Norway between 
1990 and 1994. 

Trained as a Russian interpreter during Na¬ 
tional Service, he studied Russian at Cam¬ 
bridge. His years in Moscow took in the Soviet 
invasion of Czechoslovakia, the expulsion 
from London of 105 KGB officers and tit-for- 
tat expulsions from the British Embassy, the 
death of Brezhnev, the first months of Gor¬ 
bachev, the shooting down of Korean Airlines 
flight 007 and the ’exfiltration 1 of the KGB dou¬ 
ble agent, Oleg Gordievsky. 


He will illuminate Russian society through 
some of the individual Russians he met, vary¬ 
ing from Gorbachev to humble Russian emi¬ 
gres whose life-stories can be heartrending. 
The suffering of Russia and so many individual 
Russians, Sir David says, is almost unimagin¬ 
able for us British. 

This talk will begin at 11am at the Woodmead 
Halls. Beforehand, at 10am, the U3A's annual 
general meeting will be held, including a sum¬ 
mary of the year's activities across the many 
groups, and the opportunity to ask questions, 
make suggestions and elect the committee.

Now we understood why the home had sent us 
pictures of the vegetable patch and tomato plants 
growing taller than the lady standing between the 
rows. A man from Australia had come and in¬ 
stalled a small irrigation system and constructed 
a ‘green house’ with plastic sheeting to protect 
plants from the cold nights and increase the grow¬ 
ing season. Add some top soil and they were in pro¬ 
duction and enjoying the vegetables of their 
labours!

Weymouth has the 
worst weekly wages 

WEYMOUTH and Portland has the 
dubious distinction of having the 
lowest average weekly wages in the 
country. 

The rate is just £282.90 a week 
according to the latest data from the 
Office of National Statistics. And it’s 
still falling. The average weekly pay 
fell by a whopping 8.3 per cent last 
year. 

The average weekly wage in 
Weymouth and Portland is £25 below 
the next worst in Rother near 
Sheffield. 

When taking inflation into account, 
South West workers are still £38 a 
week worse off than they were before 
the financial crash. The ONS figures 
show that for the year to April 2017 
real wages in the South West were 
8.5 per cent below their 2008 level. 

Nationally, inflation has overtaken 
wage growth for the last six months, 
so the South West TUC is concerned 
that next year could be even worse. 

TUC Regional Secretary for the 
South West Nigel Costley said: "Most 
families still haven’t recovered from 
the financial crash, yet their pay 
packets are now taking another 
hammering. It’s leaving working 
people facing hardship and getting 
deeper into debt. Weymouth and 
Portland seems stuck in an economy 
that can only offer poor pay and the 
failure of government to address the 
pay squeeze has left communities 
feeling abandoned. 

"Public sector workers have had it 
especially hard, with real pay cuts 
for seven long years. The Chancellor 
must use next month’s budget to give 
them the pay rise they’ve earned. 

"He should also use the budget to 
help bring great jobs to the South 
West, by investing in skills and 
infrastructure. And he must help 
low-paid workers by raising the 
minimum wage to £10 an hour as 
soon as possible." 


Rogue traders conned 
pensioner out of £120,000 


FOUR rogue traders have been 
jailed after conning an elderly 
Wimborne woman out of her 
£120,000 life savings. 

John Hart, aged 61 and of Han- 
nington Place in Bournemouth, 
Daniel Baker, 40 and of Cartwright 
Close in Bournemouth, Philip Bud- 
den, 37 and of Malmesbury Park 
Road in Bournemouth, and 
Daniel Sherwood, 34 and of Ring- 
wood Road in Bournemouth, 
were all sentenced at 
Bournemouth Crown Court on 
Monday, October 30th. 

Hart was jailed for six years and 
four months, Baker for two years 
and eight months, Budden for 
four years and six months and 
Sherwood was handed a five-year 
prison term. 

Hart and Budden pleaded guilty 
to fraud by false representation 
and Baker admitted money laun¬ 
dering offences at a hearing at the 
same court on Monday, October 
2nd. Sherwood was found guilty 
of two money laundering offences 
following a trial earlier this

month. 

The case related to the theft of 
£120,000 from a vulnerable elderly 


woman between March 2013 and 
July 2015. 

The victim, who is now aged 
88, paid out the money by mak¬ 
ing cheques for work that had 
either not been completed or 
had been poorly completed and 
she had been excessively 
charged. 

Officers from Dorset Police 
were alerted to the offences 
when on information was re¬ 
ceived from Lloyds Bank in Fer- 
ndown raising concerns about 
transactions on the victim’s ac¬ 
count. 

The victim was initially con¬ 
tacted by Hart, who enquiried 
about installing house insula¬ 
tion as part of a government 
scheme. This resulted in her 
paying Hart £56,400 over the 
course of two years for work 
that was not needed. Budden 
also contacted the victim and 
obtained £24,059 in cheques for 
poor and unnecessary work. 

An unidentified man who 
claimed to work for the local au¬ 


thority attended the victim’s 
home and said he had found a 
water leak which had been 
traced to her address. The vic¬ 
tim was asked to pay a total of 
£40,400 for the work to be re¬ 
paired. There was no evidence 
of any work ever having taken 
place. Baker admitted to receiv¬ 
ing the money but claimed he 
did not go to the address or meet 
the victim. This was not dis¬ 
puted by the prosecution, which 
also accepted that there was no 
evidence linking Baker to Hart 
and Budden. 

Sherwood was found guilty of 
receiving some of the money re¬ 
ceived by Baker. 

The victim paid for further 
work to her home including re¬ 
pairs to her roof, insulation, 
damp proofing and general 
work around the house and gar¬ 
den. Independent experts ruled 
that the prices quoted were 
highly excessive and the work 
had either not been carried out 
or was of poor quality.

We 
need people who are able to ladel 
out food, help prepare food and 
cook and must be good and ac¬ 
cepting of other people, regard¬ 
less of their circumstance". 

Ray says the lack of volunteers 
means they're having to make 
some tough choices: "It does 
mean that we are busy doing the 
practical side, rather than doing 
the counselling, the listening and 
the comforting side." 


Little tern breaks breeding records on Chesil Beach 


ONE of our smallest and most elegant 
seabirds has broken recent breeding records 
at its sole South West England stronghold on 
Chesil Beach with up to 73 chicks taking to 
the skies. 

Thirty-eight pairs of little terns bred on the 
pebbles of Chesil Beach this summer, and up 
to 73 chicks fledged, a recent record number 
of young for the colony and making it one of 
the most successful sites in UK. 

Volunteers have once again played a key 
role in the Little Tern Recovery Project's suc¬ 
cess, with 56 people devoting hours of their 
time to watching nests, and helping make 
sure the vulnerable birds were not disturbed 


by passers-by, pets, or predators. 

Helen Booker speaking for RSPB said: "It's 
been a great year, and we're all delighted with 
how the chicks have done. In total 77 hatched 
and up to 73 fledged, so over the summer we 
only lost four chicks. 

"It just goes to show that with the right 
amount of management and the support of 
our dedicated team of volunteers these birds 
can succeed. We really believe they are now 
well on the way to recovery on this wonderful 
part of the Dorset coast." 

Chesil is South West England's only little 
tern colony and as recently as the late 1990s 
as many as 100 pairs bred there. The number 


dipped to only ten pairs in 2008 and the 
colony's productivity this summer is the re¬ 
sult of eight years hard work by organisa¬ 
tions involved in the Little Recovery Tern 
Project. 

Jane White from Portland Court Leet, pro¬ 
ject partners who have offered further vital 
funding for next year's season, said: "We are 
really proud to be able to support this suc¬ 
cessful project that is really helping these 
amazing seabirds to make a strong recovery 
on the Fleet. There is still a lot to do though 
and the project will need continued support 
to build upon this success."

Winter's salty roads and inclement 
weather mean you're likely to use far more 
windscreen washer fluid than normal, so 
make sure you've got plenty in the bottle. In 
the summer, you can use more water than 
washer fluid, but the fluid should be less 
dilute in winter because the fluid has an 
anti-freezing agent in it. 

It's also worth checking all the 
car's other vital fluids, such 
as oil and coolant. 


When temperatures fall below seven 
degrees, winter tyres provide more grip than 
normal rubber, and their performance in snowy 
and wet conditions is vastly superior. In fact, they 
can make such a difference that countries including 
Germany and Austria have made them compulsory 
during the winter months. Beware, though, that 
you'll need to keep your summer tyres for when the 
weather improves, because above seven degrees, 
winter rubber becomes less effective. Rather than 
changing the tyres themselves, it's often easiest 
to put winter tyres on some cheap steel 
wheels and simply run the car on those 
between December and April before 
swapping back to your nice, shiny 
alloys.

Snow chains are rarely useful in the 
UK, but if you plan to take your car 
abroad, you'll find they're often a legal 
requirement. Don't use them unless you 
absolutely have to, though, because they 
tear up roads and offer far less grip than 
winter tyres unless there's snow under the 
wheels. It's also worth noting that some 
modern cars can't accommodate snow 
chains thanks to their huge alloy 
wheels, and that some alternatives, 
such as snow socks, are illegal 
in some countries.

With days getting shorter, now is a good 
time to make sure your lights are working. 
Switch the headlights on and walk around the 
car checking each bulb in turn, then ensure that 
the indicators are working and use a reflective 
surface such as a window or garage door to 
make sure the brake lights work. 

Many people forget that lights are not just 
for seeing with - it's important that you can 
be seen easily by other road users. If the 
weather turns snowy, rainy or foggy, 
turn your lights on to make sure 
everyone else knows 
you're there.

Apothecary, Bridport's thriving spoken word collective, them¬ 
selves selected to represent seldom heard voices. 

A pamphlet of the work from the writers at St Paul's, and the 
photographs of Brendan Buesnel, Seldom Heard Voices, will be 
launched at the event, and available for only £5. Proceeds from 
the sale of the book will be going to St Paul’s homeless shelter. 

'I'm both moved and humbled by the writing in Seldom 
Heard Voices,' said Ged Duncan of Apothecary. 'But also feel 
that it contains some outstanding poetry, coming from the 
depths of human experience. It makes this an unmissable 
event and a collectible pamphlet, both for those who care 
about people whose voices are rarely heard, but for those who 
love good art.' 

The impact of Seldom Heard Voices on policy makers and

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C, fan 160°C, gas 4 
and line the base and sides of a round 23cm- 
diameter springform tin. 

2. Melt the chocolate and butter in a bowl over 
a saucepan of barely simmering water, making 
sure the bowl doesn't touch the water, or gently 
melt in the microwave (at a low setting); stir 
until smooth. Remove from the heat; cool for 20 
minutes. 

3. In a large bowl using a wooden spoon, beat 
the eggs, caster sugar and vanilla extract. Then 
beat in the clementine zest and juice, port and 
spices until just combined. In a separate bowl 
sift the flour, baking powder and % teaspoon 
salt. Pour the cooled chocolate mixture into the 
beaten eggs and mix until combined and 
smooth, then fold in the flour mix until just 
combined and there is no flour visible. 

4. Pour the mixture into the lined tin. Transfer 
to the oven and bake for 20-30 minutes until set 
on top but still a little gooey inside. Leave to 
cool completely in the tin before unmoulding. 

5. Cut the cooled brownie cake into 12 
triangular tree-shaped wedges - you can slice 


off the rounded bottoms to give a straight 
edge, if you like. 

6 . Mix the icing sugar with 2 teaspoons of 
water, adding a drop or two more if needed to 
make a thick but runny icing. Drizzle or pipe 
over the brownie triangles in a zigzag pattern. 
Scatter with the star sprinkles and insert a 
chocolate finger to create a tree trunk. Leave 
the icing to set for at least 2 hours before 
serving.

• 125g plain flour 

• 25g cocoa 

• 2 tsp caster sugar 

• lOOg butter, in small pieces 

• 3 large eggs, lightly beaten 
For the filling and topping 

• 300ml whipping cream 

• 1 tbsp icing sugar 

• 1 tsp brandy (optional) 

• 2 x lOOg bars Belgian white 
chocolate, in pieces 

• 50g ready-to-roll green icing 

• 15g ready-to-roll red icing

1. Preheat the oven to 220°C, fan 
200°C, gas 7. Sift the flour, cocoa and 
a pinch of salt onto a square of 
baking paper that you have folded in 
half and opened again. 

2. Over a low heat and in a medium 
pan, gently heat 300ml water, the 
caster sugar and the butter. Once the 
butter has melted, turn the heat up 
and, as soon as the liquid comes to 
the boil, take the pan off the heat. 

3. Pour the flour mix from the baking 
paper into the pan, then return the 
pan to the heat and cook for 1 minute, 
stirring all the time with a wooden 
spoon. You will need to beat the mix 
vigorously and keep going until it 
comes away from the sides of the pan 
- this will take a few minutes. 

4. Take the pan off the heat and leave 
the mixture to cool for 5 minutes. 


5. Next, little by little, beat in the eggs, 
making sure the egg is fully absorbed 
into the dough with each addition. You 
can do this with an electric mixer if you 
prefer. You will have a thick, glossy 
paste; leave it to cool slightly. Then, 
using a large piping bag with a 1.5-2cm 
plain nozzle, pipe 24 small balls onto a 
large, lined baking tray. If you don't 
have a piping bag, you can use a 
teaspoon - put 24 heaped teaspoonfuls 
of the mix on the lined tray and, with 
damp hands, roll each into a ball. Either 
way, smooth out the tops with a damp 
finger. 

6 . Bake the profiteroles for 25 minutes 
until puffed and risen, then remove 
from the oven. If you're going to fill 
them using a piping bag, quickly make 
a hole in the bottom of each one with a 
skewer then return them to the oven, 
on their sides, for 10 minutes. 
Alternatively, halve them and return 
them to the oven. After the 10 minutes, 
cool the profiteroles on a wire rack. 

7. In a bowl, whip the cream with the 
icing sugar and brandy, if using. Then, 
using a piping bag, fill each profiterole. 
Or, fill the halved profiteroles with the 
whipped cream using a teaspoon. 

8. Melt the white chocolate in a bowl 
over a pan of barely simmering water. 
Spoon a little of the chocolate over 
each profiterole and leave them to set 
in the fridge for 30 minutes. 

9. To decorate, roll out the green icing 
and use a veined holly leaf cutter to 
stamp out 48 tiny holly leaves (or you 
can cut them by hand) and roll tiny 
berries from the red icing; use these to 
top each profiterole.
